New Yorker Asserts Raises in 
Rediscount Charges Hurt 
His Stocks. 


WOULD NAME FIXED SUM 


New York, Aug. 3 (A.P.).—Suit to 
restrain the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York from enforcing its rediscount 
rates was filed in United States District 
Court today by Frank G. Ralichie, Buf- 
falo attorney 

Raichle charged that the bank had 
spread propaganda of a “money short- 
age” which he said did not exist except 
so far as it had been created for selfish 
purposes and that the rates were delib- 
erately fixed to restrict the credit avail- 
able for investment. 

Papers in the action also charged that 
the rediscount rate had been “arbi- 
trarily and unreasonably raised” until 
that of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York now was 5 per cent. On in- 
formation and belief, Raichle alleged 
that the bank had “threatened a fur- 
ther raise” of the rate. 

“The primary function” of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, the complaint said, 
“is to rediscount eligible paper for its 
member banks.” A charge is made 
which is known as the rediscount rate 
This rate, it is held, should be fatr and 
reasonable and in conformity with the 
dictates of economic factors legitimately 
connected therewith. 

Raichle charged that the object of the 
increases made by the Federal Reserve 
Bank was to raise interest rates gen- 
erally and to raise the “call money rates 
of the New York Stock Exchange,” thus 
“reducing the volume of security 
loans.” In this connection he asserted 
that the Federal Reserve Bank had “no 
right to exercise any control over the 
use of independent resources of member 
banks.”

Seaplane Crash Victim

alarmed and sent an usher to call him. 
He could not be found, Mrs. Disman 


returned to the ‘hospital and reported 
the disappearance, expnessing grave 
fears for his safety. 

Disman, a passenger, went on a flight 
over the city in the Sea Gull, piloted 
by Thomas Durfree, of the Potomac 
Flying Service, and a companion, Wal- 
ter Luhrs, 23, also of Brooklyn, 

The pilot, endeavoring to land on the 
water, was flying low over the Highway 
Bridge and swerved to avoid a collision 
with the tug. The plane toppled over, 
imprisoning the passengers in the cabin. 
Durfree dragged the passengers out of 
the cabin onto the fuselage, where they 
were picked up by Capt. Frederick 
Kintz, of the Minerva, and landed near

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Cashier’s Wife Attempts to 
Poison Her Baby Before 
Taking Her Life. 


VICTIM RUNS, VAINLY 
SHRIEKING FOR SAFETY 


Tragedy in Texas Newspaper 
Office Is Mystery to Hus- 
band and Police. 


Waco, Tex., Aug. 3 (A.P.).—Calmly, 
almost casually, 24-year-old Mrs. B. O. 
Ashworth walked into the joint offices 
of the Waco News-Tribune and Times- 
Herald today, engaged Miss Charlie 
Lawson, of the same age, in a brief, 
low-voiced conversation, and a moment 
later shot her to death as she ran 
screaming for safety behind a pillar. 

Menacing other clerks in the news- 
paper offices with a tiny automatic 
pistol, Mrs. Ashworth sought to force 
acid down the throat of her 18-months- 
old daughter, whom she carried in her 
arms and then drained the fatal con- 
tents of the phia!l just as her husband, 
cashier for the two newspapers, rushed 
upon the scene. 


Dies in Hospital. 

Mrs. Ashworth died a few minutes 
later at a hospital. The baby was said 
by physicians not to have been affect- 
ed seriously, although its throat and 
mouth were seared by the liquid. 

Ashworth declined to make a state- 
ment. After an investigation the police 
reported they believed Mrs. Ashworth 
had slain Miss Lawson while tempo- 
rarily deranged. 

Nobody heard the conversation which 
preceded the shooting. Ashworth said 
he had not known of his wife’s pres- 
ence until he heard three shots. Two 
of the bullets struck Miss Lawson near 
the heart, and she fell dead. 

Ashworth, horror stricken by the 
tragedy, accompanied his wife and child 
to the hospital and was at Mrs. Ash- 
worth's side when she died. Ashworth, 
who is 30 years old, married Mrs. Ashe- 
worth five years ago. Both had lived in 
Waco nearly ali their lives. 


Slayer Perfectly Composed. 

Newspaper employes said that Mrs. 
Ashworth appeared to be perfectly com- 
posed as she entered the business office 
of the newspapers, carrying her baby 
daughter in her arms. Without hesi- 
tation she approached Miss Lawson’s 
desk. Nothing unusual was noticed un- 
til Miss Lawson leaped to her feet, 
shrieked and raced toward a concrete 
pillar Without another word Mrs. 
Ashworth whipped out the little pistol 
and began shooting. She still grasped 
the tiny weapon in her hand when 
she sank to the floor unconscious from 
the effects of the acid. 

An inquest was set for tomorrow.

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ONL BLAMES 
DEFICIT IN POSTAL 
FUND ON CONGRESS 


Believes Rates May Have to 
Be Raised to Balance 
the Losses. 


OVERRIDING OF VETOES 
DECLARED RESPONSIBLE 


President to Discuss Budget 
for Department With 
Gen. Lord. 


Superior, Wis., Aug. 3 (A.P.).—Presi- 
dent Coolidge feels that Congress, by 
having overridden his vetoes on bills 
increasing postal expenditures, is 
largely responsible not only ‘for the 
estimated $100,000,000 deficit in the 
Post Office Department for the fiscal 
year 1929 but also for any increase in 
ostal rates which may have to be 
mposed to balance the departmental 
budget. 

Coolidge understands that some pos- 
tal rates may have to be raised, since 
the law makes it mandatory upon the 
postmaster genera] to alter the rates 
of certain services so as to assure suf- 
ficient income to balance the expendi- 
tures they involve. 

At the last session Congress passed 
Over Coolidge’s veto a bill to allow a 
10 per cent increase in salary for 
postal night workers and another mea- 
sure granting allowances for rent, fuel, 
light and equipment to fourth class 
postmasters. In June, 1924, President 
Coolidge vetoed a general postal pay 
increase bill which was passed over his 
objections. 


Will Confer With Lord. 


The details of the Post Office De-- 
partment’s budget will be discussed py 
the executive with Director of the 
Budget Lord, who notified Coolidge to- 
day that he would arrive ir Superior 
Monday to discuss preliminary appro- 
priation estimates for the fiscal year 
1929 filed by all departments. 

While President Coolidge has no ‘in- 
formation as to the details of the re- 
ported agreement between France and 
England regarding limitation of auxi- 
Mary warships, he regards with great 
Satisfaction the fact that they have 
apparently reached a common ground 
for discussion and agreement as 
promising extension of the fight 
against naval competition to the fields 
unaffected by the Washington treaties 
of 1922.

WIFE'S CONFESSION FAILS 
TO SAVE TWO FROM CHAIR 


Husband and Negro Go to 
Death for Murder; She 
Is Serving Term. 


GOVERNOR REJECTS TALE 


Milledgeville, Ga., Aug. 3 (AP ).—A 
22-year-old son of the Tennessee 
mountains and a former negro profes- 
sional baseball player were electrocuted 
at the State prison farm here today for 


murder, after a sensational eleventh 
hour confession by the former’s wife 
had failed to save them. 

Clifford Thompson, of Etowah, Tenn., 
and James Hugh Moss, a negro, of the 
Same place, paid the dealth penalty for 
the slaying of Coleman Osborne, a mer- 
chant at Chatsworth, Ga., on the night 
of August 5, 1927. 

Herself convicted o the same crime 
and under a life sentence, Mrs. Eula 
Elrod Thompson, 23, sought to rescue 
them from death by issuing a state- 
ment from her cell in the Atlanta 
County Jail saying that she and an- 
other man plotted the murder and that 
her husband and Moss were innocent 
of any connection with it. 

This confession, made after all efforts 
of the condemned men's attorneys to 
obtain clemency had been unsuccess- 
ful, sent Gov. L. G. Hardman on a per- 
sonal-investigation of her story and de- 
layed for more than an hour the execu- 
tion machinery while he endeavored 
to determine whether a reprieve should 
be granted pending further inquiries 
Convinced, however, that the confes- 
sion did not warrant a respite, the gov- 
ernor ordered the execution to proceed. 

Thompso., unable to read or write. 
and who had refrained throughout the 
day from commenting on his wife's 
statement, maintained silence until he 
had been strapped into the death chair. 
Then, as the bandage was placed across 
his eyes he muttered to guards: 

“I am innocent of this crime.” 

The negro, who followed Thompson 
to the chair, chanted a prayer in a 
trembling voice as he was led into 
the death -hamber and strapped into 
the chair.: Moss, a gi:nt in stature, 
played for several seasons wit the 
Chicago Giants, a negro baseball league 
team.

Ed- 
win B. Hesse, superintendent of police, 
yesterday announced that Inspector 
William H. Harrison had been as- 
signed to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the charges. 

Maj. Hesse said that the inspector 
had been instructed not to confine his 
investigation to the case of Vincent 
Parr, a World War veteran, charged 
with arson, which prempted Attorney 
Given’s verbal attack, but also to in- 
quire if there were any other cases, 
where policemen acted similarly. In 
the event that the investigation re- 
veals that policemen are to blame for 
failure to produce important evidence 
in court cases, Maj.

Police of the Wighth Precinct, who 
arrested Parr, failed to produce a hack- 
saw, an importanc bit of evidence in 
the case, and this angered Attorney 
Given. In open court he denounced po- 
licemen for their failure to appreciate 
the importance of evidence in court 
proceedings.

WHILE MAN STRANGLED 


Some Too Overcome to Speak 
After Dual Execution in 
Baltimore Prison. 


GUARD’S KILLERS HANGED 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 3 (A.P.).— 
Charles P, (Country) Carey and Benja- 


min F. Spragins paid with their lives 
early this morning for the killing of 
Albert H Walker, prison clerk, in an 
attempted escape from the Maryland 
State Penitentiary in July, 1927, when 
they were hanged in the death house 
of the prison from which they sought 
to escape. 

Neitheg of the men’s necks was 
broken in the fall through the trap, 
and the bodies were left hanging un- 
til the victims had been strangled to 
death. 

Carey was the first of the two to pay 
the penalty. He entered the death 
chamber at 12:07 and was pronounced 
dead at 12:25. 

Spragins was ted to the gallows at 
12:33 and was promounced dead at 
12:48. Both men’ met death bravely. 

Of the 60 witnesses in the death 
chamber when Carey was dropped 
through the trap, but 13 remained 
when Spragins was led in, the re- 
mainder having fled to the prison yard, 
some too overcome to speak by the 
labored breathing of Carey as he was 
Strangled to death 

As the condemned men were awalt- 
ing their death a crowd of several 
thousand persons gathered outside the 
prison walls, including many women 
and young girls, and at least 500 au- 
tomobiles were parked in _ nearby 
streets 

Carey, a Baltimorean, was serving 
a life sentence for his share in the 
murder of William R. Norris, a contrac- 
tor, who was held up by a band of 
five men ko) a crowded Baltimore street 
about five years ago and shot after 
being robbed of his pay roll. All the 
yang were eventually captured and 
given life sentences 

Spragins was serving a fourteen-year 
term for robbery His parents until 
recently lived at Tarboro, N. C.

was given a description of Evans and 
instructed to be on the lookout for 
him; ~ Suffering from dementia prae- 


cox, Evans is often visited with hallu- 
cinations and is apt, when in this con- 
dition, to either harm himself or some 
innocent person, physicians told police. 

Evans was walking from the surgical 
building in the hospital grounds to a 
waitng machine to be taken back to 
Howard Hall, home of the criminal in- 
sane at the institution, when he made 
his dash for liberty. Before being re- 
leased from Howard Hall to go to the 
hospital, attendants aware of Evans’ 
condition, placed handcuffs on his 
wrists and securely bound them to a 
broad strap around his waist. 

According to officials of the in- 
stitution, Evans had apparently ob- 
tained some sharp instrument, either 
before leaving Howard Hall, or at the 
surgical building. With this instru- 
ment he succeeded in ocoutting the 
strap almost completely through. When 
he was leaving the surgical building 
he wrenched his arms and the strap 
broke. Guards who were following 
him to the automobile leaped to catch 
him, but Evans spun around and 
started running through the grounds. 

Distancing the guards in the foot- 
race, Evans vanished in the woods 
near the hospital. Guards searched 
the woods for hours but no trace of 
Evans could be found. In the mean- 
time police had been notified and Ev- 
ans’ description was flashed to every 
precinct in the city. 

In January Evans walked into the 
jewelry store of Samuel Mitchell at 
711 Ninth street northwest, leveled a 
pistol at Mitchell and a clerk and took 
jewelry valued at $3,000 from a show- 
case. When the clerk made a move to 
stop him Evans fired one shot and 
fled from the store. A motorist parked 
in front of the store was alighting 
from his machine to investigate the 
pistol report when Evans emerged 
from the doorway. Evans fired once 
at this man. 


Running into F street with a crowd | 


close on his heels, Evans dashed 
through the Eleventh street entrance 
of the Woodward & Lothrop depart- 
ment store. When he came out on the 
street again he commandeered a passing 
automobile and, pointing the pistol at 
it driver, commanded him to drive 


way. 

Re this time Traffic Policeman Roy 
Bridges arrived on the scene. Bridges 
commandeered another automobile and 
overtook Evans at Eleventh and E 
streets. When Bridges drew along 
side of the automobile in which Evans 
was riding the madman pointed a pis- 
tol at his face and pulled the trigger. 
The pistol jammed and Bridges over- 
powered Evans. He was taken to the 
First Precinct, where he attempted to 
end his life in his cell that night. When 
he was arraigned in court his lawyers

In Contract the | 
two-bid, under system (E), means six | 
or more cards; but the tops may be 
Weaker than Ace-King-Queen provided 
the hand contains side strength. 

This system affords very accurate ih- 
formation and is fine with the made- 
to-order hand The objection is that 
there are too many hands containing 
sults of exactly five cards that are too 
strong for a bid of only one The 
holder could not bid wv» under system 
(E), for that would mean a suit of 
six or more; his partner, strong enough 
to jump a normal two-bid, might fear 
to jump a one-bid and thus a game- 
going opportunity might be lost. 

(F) An announcement of six sure 
tricks if the suit named be the trump, 
with distinct possibilities of more. 
Partner not expected to jump without 
the requisite strength, but authorized 
to jump with less strength than would 
be required to jump a one-bid; the 
jump, however, needs much more than 
the one trick which would justify Jump- 
ing an initial Major three-bid. The 
partner with side strength may jump 
with two cards of the suit named, but 
not with a singleton. 

A strictly legitimate informatory 
plan which gives the most accurate in- 
formation and which can be used with 
the general run of hands. This system 
ts effective with a really strong five- 
card sult—such a suit as Ace-King- 
Queen-x-x and side strength. With 
that sort of a holding partner’s jump 
is not apt to be harmful, even when he 
has but two small cards of the suit 
hamed; but a two-bid based upon five 
cards headed by Ace-Jack, even with 
side strength, followed by a Jump with 
less than norma] support, might be dis- 
astrous. 

Original Minor two-bids are not in- 
cluded in the above lists because they 
have recently been described in this 
series of articles. The General] practice 
is to use two Diamonds to show a 
Major two-suiter; two Clubs, a Minor 
*‘wo-suilter.

SHOWER VS. BATH TUB. 


[SS B. V. writes: I have a 
M brother, 58 years old, who in re- 

cent years has been in poor 
health on account of high blood pres- 
sure. He was treated by a doctor who 
told him not to ever take a bath tn 
a bath tub, but to take a sponge 
both. 

I contend with him that he would be 
in better health if he would get in the 
tub and take an honest to goodness 
bath. 

REPLY: 


I was glad to get your letter because 
it gave me an opportunity to say some- 
thing about the relative merits of tub 
baths and showers. Recently I stood 
near a hotel counter and heard the 
clerk offering rooms with showers in 
such a way as implied that shower 
baths were inferior to tub baths. As 
®% matter of fact, shower baths are to 
lye preferred to tub baths in most par- 
filculars. 

From the standpoint of honest-to- 


goodness cleansing, the shower is rather }. 


to be preferred. It is just as effective 
in cleansing the skin, and, on top of 
that, the dirtiness of the tub and of 
the wash water do not have to be taken 
into account. Even the cleanest of 
bath tubs are not what a bacteriologist 
would call clean, 

Submerging oneself in tub water ts 
not quite as cleansing as washing with 
a shower. In the case of the tub bath 
there is the factor of using water that 
is somewhat dirtied with which t ) 
cleanse the skin. Several rinsings itn 
fresh water are necessary for thorough 
cleansing. We see the point when we 
try to get clothes clean by washing 
them in one water. One or more 
wringings are required to get rid of the 
wash water in the case of clothes. 

Women learn from their experience 
with she hair that tub bathing is not 
ideal. On the other hand, in a shower 
bath the soiled water is on its way and 
new rinse water follows. 

Showers are to be preferred for cold 
stimulating baths and also when we 
want the stimulating values of heat. 
They save water and that is not a small 
item in some boarding houses. 

On the other hand, to get a>sedative 
effect, as, for instance, to quiet excited 
nerves, the hot tub bath ts superior. 

A sponge bath is not as cleansing as 
either a tub or a shower, but I suppose 
the physician fears the effect of a tub 
bath on your brother because of his 
high blood pressure. I cannotssay how 
great the danger is in his case, but I 
doubt if it is great.

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TRYING TO FOOL SMITH. 

Peek. hornyv-handed farm 
implement manufacturer and champion 
of the equalization fee, has come out for 
Gov. Smith. As Peek has been classed as 
a Lowden Republican, his flop to Smith 
is regarded by some Democrats as a sign 
that disaffected Republican farmers by 
droves will desert Hoover for Smith. It 
is suggested that Gov. Lowden himself 
may go over to Smith. In return for this 
bolter vote, Gov. Smith, if elected, will 
be expected to favor the McNary-Haugen 
bill or ‘its equivalent. 

In such an arrangement as this Gov. 
Smith has everything to lose and nothing 
to gain, His friends are glad to note that 
he has not committed himself to the 
equalization fee. He states that he stands 
upon the Houston platform, which ts per- 
fectly satisfactory to his followers; but 
they hope that he has not committed him- 
self further to Peek or anybody else. 

The Lowden-Peek farm relief crowd 1s 
making a demand that can never be sup- 
ported by any President who is watchful 
of the .interests all the people as 
against the aggression of a single class. 
This demand, stripped of camouflage, 1s 
that the consumers of foodstuffs in this 
country shall pay higher prices, so that 
the producers shall make more money. 
JueWith aii the twisting and turnings of the 
McNary-Haugenites, they have not been 
able to conceal their real purpose. They 
succeeded in bulldozing cowardly legisla- 
tors into passing the McNary-Haugen 
bill, but they ran against a stone wall in 
the person of President Coolidge. ‘They 
would run against another wall if Hoover 
should be elected. So they are trying to 
hoodwink Gov. Smith by dangling before 
his eyes the prospect of winning certain 
farm States against Hoover. All they ask 
of Gov. Smith is that he shall abandon 
his instinctive tendency to give every- 
body a square deal and betray the con- 
sumers of the country in favor of the 
producers. By consenting to a boost in 
the cost of living Gov. Smith could turn 
hundreds of millions into the pockets of 
the farmers. 

A sinister feature of the situation 1s 
that Chairman Raskob, after a long talk 
with Mr. Peek, expresses the opinion that 
there is nothing unconstitutional in the 
equalization fee proposal. Mr. Raskob 
seems to have become convinced that 
espousal of the equalization fee proposal 
by Gov. Smith will win him a large disaf- 
fected Republican vote in the farm States, 
and thus make his election sure. 

This is a pipedream of the most danger- 
ous kind. If Gov. Smith should make that 
mistake he would alienate the support of 
millions of consumers who have confi- 
dently expected him to protect them 
against this plan to boost the cost of 
food. 

The majority of voters are against the 
McNary-Haugan bill, as was clearly 
demonstrated by the popular acclaim of 
President Coolidge’s veto and the failure 
of the McNary-Haugenites to pass the 
bill over his veto. ls Chairman Raskob 
willing to. antagonize the majority for 
the sake of gaining a minority of sore- 
head votes in sure Republican States? 

The contempt with which Gov. Low- 
den’s withdrawal of his candidacy was 
treated by farm delegates at the Kansas 
City convention proves that they do not 
intend to follow him out of the Republi- 
¢2n ranks. The picture of a vast horde of 
Republican farmers bolting their party 
is a pure mirage, conjured up by politi-

GENE’'S AMNESIA KNOCKOUT.

Worsted by a besetting fear of a 
return of his amnesia, the big marine ‘yields 
the belt, making confession of the strangest 
knockout any champion ever had. 

The story of Tunney going goofy is parallel- 
ed by that of the lecturer who went to New 
York recently to speak at a Broadway church, 
and who found the edifice closed and dark 
aud was amazed to see New York absolutely 
wide open on Sunday night, as he supposed 
it to be.

OCEANIC FLIGHT FACTORS. 


Two daring Polish fliers left Paris yesterday 
morning in an attempt to reach New York. 
Their 650-horsepower machine is a land plane, 
and is not equipped with radio. They carry 
a small rubber boat as the only means of 
saving their fives in case of forced descent. 

Everybody hopes that these airmen will 
succeed, but nobody expects the flight to con- 
tribute to the development of aviation. If 
successful, it will be merely a lucky escape; 
and if a failure, nothing will remain to give 
aviators any pointers in dealing with forced 
descents on the ocean, 

Capt. Frank T. Courtney and his three 
companions are safe and sound after their 
unsuccessful effort to fly from the Azores to 
Newfoundland. Their flying boat caught fire 
and they were forced to drop into the sea: 
but they managed to keep afloat, and their 
radio brought a steamship to their rescue. 
Although they drifted uearly 100 miles in 
ten hours, they gave their position to the 


Minnewaska and were easily located. 


Capt. Courtney lost his vessel, but saved 
his life, aud is in a position to undertake uther 
flights. His methods clearly show the course 
that must be pursued if the Atlautic is to be 
regularly crossed by airplanes. The planes 
must be boats as well as aircraft, and they 
must be equipped with radio. Fliers will then 
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Stand a chance of survival in case of accident. 
The crossing is a most hazardous undertaking 
at best, and fliers challenge death in various 
forms when they strike out in a land plane 
without radio. Even if they could keep afloat 
they might perish by starvation. 

Another sensible feature of Capt. Courtney’s 
plan was the division of the flight into two 
stages, with the Azores as a way station. There 
is no further glory to be gained by anybody in 
leaping across the Atlantic. If regular air 
travel is to be established it must take ad- 
vantage of all factors of safety, including stops 
at way points for refueling and overhauling,

MIDDLE AMERICAN RESORTS. 


If the needed agencies for travel shall be 
developed rapidly enough, it may be but a 
decade or two before the United States vaca- 
tionist, looking for new worlds to conquer, 
will pass over as passe the appeals of the 
Kuropean resorts and choose to spend his 
vacation in the altitudes of Middle America. 
Here he will tind the climate more than pleas- 
ing and the natural surroundings such as will 
charm away all care. Unfished streams, peaks 
to climb which offer ever fresb vistas of 
beauty; everything that mountain, tableland 
and range can provide is proposed to the 
tourist of the near future, who will find in the 
land of the Mayas and the Aztecs superna) 
beauty and unfailing delight. 

So that, while the action of the Havana 
Pan-American Conference with respect to an 
all-American highway, uow given out by the 
Director General of the Pan-American Union, 
points to the practical and serviceable aims 
of the project, the esthetic prospect is not less 
pleasing. Nor is this without substantial ma- 
teria] interest, in view of the fact that Ameri- 
can tourists spend dt least $400,000,000 in 
Europe every year. 

Central America is preparing to make wide- 
ly known its tourist attractions, and the pre- 
diction is confidently offered that within ten 
years surface travel will be furthered by a 
highway al! the way from Hudson Bay to 
Buenos Aires, with the Central American 
highlands accessible along the line for the 
tarrying or transient tourist. Who can say 
how far developed trave) by air wil) be by 
that time?

ed in 1927 Census, Con- 
forming With Policy. 


Although the number of Conwrega- 
tional churches in the United States 
decreased during 1927, the membership 
increased by 13,860 persons over the 
enroilment of the year before, accord- 
ing to a bulletin issued yesterday by 
the National Council of Congregational 
New York City. 

This decrease in number of churches 
the result of “a definite policy to 
eliminate all un-Christian competition 
between denominations in overchurch- 
ed communities and to encourage a 
for fewer and better 
the Rev. Charles Emerson 
Burton, general secretary of the coun- 
tl, explained. 

The total membership of 
rregational churches on 
1928, was 928,558, of which 
72.487 were new members. The num- 
ber of churches listed at that date was 
5.548, or a decrease of 60. There were 
97 churches discontinued during 
year and 37 new ones started.

QUOPENDED BY 1.0.0 


Washington Business Men 
Win as Rehearing Is Ordered 
to Begin September 26. 


PROPOSED INCREASE 
PLANNED BY 3 ROADS 


Differential of 42 Cents 
Favor of Northern Fields 
Held Hurtful to Capital. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion yesterday suspended the proposed 
higher freight rate on soft coal com- 
ing into Washington from the New 
River fields of Virginia, West Virginia 
and Kentucky. At the same time it 
decided to hold another hearing and 
to reopen the entire case. 

The three railroads which. haul the 
coal here—the Chesapeake & Ohio, the 
Norfolk & Western and the Virginian— 
proposed to increase the rate from $2.84 
a ton to $3.13 a ton, beginning August 
10. It has been estimated that Wash- 
ington uses about 1,000,000 tons of New 
River coal a year. 

The commission suspended the higher 
rate to March 10, 1929, and decided to 


start the new hearing at 9 o’clock the 
morning of September 26. 


Victory for Capital. 


The action of the commission in or- 
dering the suspension represents a vic- 
tory for the business men of Washing- 
ton. It also represents a victory for the 
United States Governmefit and for the 
New River coal operAtors. The coal op- 
erators of Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
however, were keenly disappointed. 

When the three railroads announced 
that they were going to boost the 
freight rate from $2.84 a ton to $3.13 
a ton, a group of local business men 
held a conference with S. C. Higgin- 
son, president of the New River Coal 
Operators Association, and decided to 
petition the Interstate Commerce Com- 


‘mission for a suspension. 


Higginson pointed out that 80 per 
cent of the soft coal used in Washing- 
ton comes from the New River fields. 
ff the $3.13 rate were to prevail, he 
said, the New River producers would 
be driven out of Washington and the 
local market would then be left en- 
tirely to the Pennsylvania and Mary- 
iand producers. 


Northern Rate Is $2.71. 


The freight rate on coal hauled here 
from the Pennsylvania and Maryland 
or Northern fields is $2.71 a ton. Thus, 
if the $3.13 rate ou Southern coal 
should prevail, theNofthern producers 
would have the advantage of a 42-cent 
differential. 

If the New River producers were 
driven out of the local market, Hig- 
should prevail, the Northern producers 
having everything to themselves, would 
be in @ position to increase the price 
of their product at will. The Pennsyl- 
vania producers, however, have denied 
that they ever entertained such a 
thought. 

Higher apartment house rentals and 
higher gas rates might result from the

Cost Would Be $70,000 a Year. 


The first petition asking for a sus- 
pension of the $3.13 rate was filed by 
W. H. Quigg, attorney for the Federal 
Traffic Board, which coordinates the 
movement of Government supplies. 
Quigg declared that Government build- 
ings and institutions here use about 
260,000 tons of New River coal a year, 
and he pointed out that the $3.13 rate 
would mean an increase of about $70,- 
000 a year in Uncle Sam’s freight bill. 

When the case is reopened in Sep- 
tember, attorneys for the Washington 
business interests will ask the com- 
mission, not only to definitely disap- 
prove of the $3.13 rate, but to reduce 
the present rate of $2.84 to $2.71, the 
Same rate enjoyed by Pennsylvania and 
Maryland producers.

Unclaimed Funds. 

With a fund of $104,195,050 available 
at the Treasury Department for the re- 
tirement of Government employes, it 
was disclosed yesterday that many thou- 
sands’ of dollars have accrued in the 
fund to the credit of persons no longer 


connected with the Government and 
who, either because of being unin- 
formed or indifferent, have failed to 
claim the balances due them, 

Under the civil service retirement law 
@ specified amount of money ts dedyct- 
ed from each employe’s pay e ch month, 
and is applied to the retirement fund 
in the Treasury. In the event that a 
person leaves the Governmen* service 
before retirement, he is entitled to with- 
draw from the fund all deductions, plus 
accrued interest. 

The large amount of unclaimed bal- 
ances came to light yesterday as a re- 
sult of a careful check which is being 
made of the status of the retired pay 
throughout the Government, by a new 
system of accounting established by 
Comptroller General McCarl. At the 
Veterans’ Bureau it was found that 
there is more than $115,000 to the credit 
of former employes.

Authorities of Prince Georges County, | 
Md., believe the mystery shot which 
critically wounded Mrs. Ruth Baulser, 
35 years old, in the kitchen of her 
home at 3903 Newton street, Brent- 
wood, Md., Thursday afternoon, was 
fired by a youth shooting at birds in 
the woods in the rear of the Baulser 
home 

An X-ray photograph of the bullet, 
laken by physicians at Casualty Hos- 
pital yesterday, showed the bullet, 
which lodged less than half an inch 
from Mrs.. Baulser’s heart, to be steel- 
jacketed and to have been fired ap- 
parently from a .25-caliber automatic 
pistol. 

Lioyd V, Moxley, Mayor of Brent- 
wood, and other investigators: have 
dropped the theory that Mrs. Baulser 
was shot intentionally and are endeav- 
oring to ascertain the identity of sev- 
eral boys who were seen shooting at 
birds in the woods near the Baulser 
home on the day of the shooting. 

Mrs. Baulser last night was reported 
as improved, though physicians at the / 
hospital said her condition still is crit- 
ical. She is too weak to be questioned 
by police 

Mrs. Baulser was shot while attempt- 
ing to open a screen door in the kitchen 
of her home to permit her 12-year-old 
son, Robert, jr.. who had become fright- 
ened at the first of two shots fired 
toward the house while he was play- 
ing in the yard, to enter. He saw his 
mother fall and summoned neighbors.

Federal and District employes. The 
utilities commissioners believe that 
they have practically the same status 
as the District Commissioners, and 
were appointed by the President at the 
same salary as the city heads. They 
were refused the pay increase because 
they were not included in the classi- 
fied District employes.
